As wired you I attemded at the American Sault upon 
receipt of your telegram and found Jonathan Flaxton in the 
hands of thepolice there. The State Prosecutor was absent and 
pending hisreturn nothing could bedone, He is expected in a day 
or two. The Chief Polive undertook to retain the 
until thereturn o the State Prosecutor. We apprehend no diff- 
iculty in obtaining the remand required, I will be notified 
when t) matter can be taken up andwill atten and endeavor 
to see done what may be necessary And shall then further advise. 
From Mr, King, the Principal of the Wawanosh Home, I 
have obtained the statement of facts following:- Flaxton called 
at the Home some days prior to the abduction;with him was 4 
woman, said to be his wife, and two children. He wanted the 
children taken into the Home. Flaxton iswhite; the whildren 
showed no Indian bloodand were denied admission, Flaxton claimed 
to be an incle of the two girls whom he afterwards abtducted, 
By marriage it is possible he may be their uncle but this 
supposition is improbable. Immediately afterfor some days Flaxton 
was seen about the premises in the vicinity of the Home, It is 
supposed his object was to get the girls away to Duluth for 
immoral purposes, Both girls are between fifteen and sixteen 
years, The final--and. probably correct-- story told by the 


girls is to the effect that Flaxton told them to come with him

would be much cheaper to ‘avert to the old system of 
heating by stoves,however as the matter stands it is one 


for the consideration of the Department, If they can- 


change,in fact it is some $600,00 in debt at present and 
the extra charge of fuel will increase their Liabilities, 
Thia ia the first application of the kind received and if 
it were granted there would no. doubt be many others aa 
all the Indiam schools would find themselves in a similar

Btantly recurring deficit, 

If the Department fis favorable to this 
applicatiom,which is similar to the one lately sub- 
mitted by the Principal of the Mt:Blgim school , at 


would be well to fix upon an amount which would 
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afford permanent relief. The present methed of 
appealing for supplementary funds from outside 
sources to earry on the school,is open to objec tioam 
equally as much as aver working the pupils to make 
ends meet.

For the Deputy Supt. General of 
Tn ain Affairs. 


In compliance with instructions contained in your letter 
to me of the 31st. ultimo, I proceeded to Sault Ste. Marie on 
the lst. instant to make an examination of the Shingwauk Institu- 
tion at that place, 

The Principal of the Inatitution was absent on my arrival 
so that I did not commence my duties till the 3rd, instant when 
I began an examination of the accounts which I found to be kept 
in a verv careful and sati safactory manner, The hooks have been 
audited annually by officers appointed for the purpose , the 
last audit having been made in February last by His Honour, Judge 
Jommston and A.W.Roberts, Hsaquire, Manager of the Bank of Commerce, 
which covered the year ended the “1st. Necember, 1902: and it is 
shown that the Institution had at that time a deficit of $600.01; 
this did not occur altogether during that year, but has been 
gradually accwmlating since 1894, at which time it was $189.41. 

The books ave written up to 50th. September and at that 
date show the amount of debts owing tO be...e----> $2,617.59 
and available assets from which to pay the sale... 1,064 etl 
LEAVING A SHOTtAGE Of erecccececeeevesccscecesesres $ 1,552.98 
I append a list of the creditors with detailed accounts from 
which it will be seen that Heasrs. W.H.Plummer & 60, are the 
largest, their account amounting to $1,617.85, That firm 
furnished nearly all the supplies in the way of staples, and has 
carried the deficit since it commenced. I nave examined these 
accowmts for some years back and the goods that have been supplied 
are of the same Class as those named in the detailed accounts 
attached. I have noticed in going through the accounts that

the deficit has increased anmetiy, ‘and this has been occasioned 
until recently by the fact that every third year the pupils are 
supplied with new wniforme at a cost of about $250.00, and during 
the same ye are Insurances to the amount of about $150.00 fall due 
and this they seem to have been unable to make good during the 
next year. The deficit during 1894 wan $189.41, and increased 
gradually to $600 on 1st. of January 1903; but during the nine 
months ending on 30th, September last, it has taken a jump of

through which the deficit has occurred, has been perfectly 
legitimate. 

One of the principal problems in the economic management 
of the Inatitution appears to be that of fuel, owing to ite in- 
creased price. In former years considerable donations of wood 
were made, the only cost to the Institution being the cutting 
xadkye and hauling by the farmer and pupils.

While the cost of coal has remained about the same, $550.00, 

There is no doubt that fuel might be greatly economized. 
The building has been in existence between 25 and 50 years, and 
naturally windows and outside doors have become shriiken, but 
there is not a single storm-sash on any window, nor, as far as 
I could see, a pgorch on any of the outside doors, notwithstanding 
the fact that carpentry is one of the trades taught in the Inst- 


4tution, The explanation given is" that there was no money to 


puy materials”. There is also a great waste of fuel at the pump- 
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pump—house on account of the bad condition of the poiler and 
engine. The water for fire protection and domestic purposes 
is conveyed to the Institution by means of a steam pump which 
is situated at the carpenter shop on the St. Mary's River, about 
a quarter of gmile from the main building: and although the pump 
appears to be pretty good, the immense 108s of steam from the 
boiler and engine seems to me to require an immediate examination 
by some person expafienced in such matters, with a view to ascer- 
taining what can be done to remedy its condition which may 
possibly be dangerous, and is certainly occasioning a great waste 
of fuel and occupying too mich of the carpenter's time in atten- 
dance. Should anything happen to the water system during the win- 
ter especially, considerable distress would be occasioned and the 
danger from fire much increased. 

TI find that some expenditure for repairs and equipment 

is necessary throughout the institution, and I append a satate- 
ment of the estimated cost amounting to $800. Some of the repairs 
mentioned are not an immediate necessity, but should be under- 
taken at an early date and carried on gradually so as to utilize 
as far as possible the services of the pupils and the regular 
staff. I will mention some of what I consider to be the immediate 
requirements :—

The tools now in use are antiquated and have not 
been renewed for years, are mich worn and there 
is not enough of them. There is also a circular 
saw in connection with the shop which should be 
renewed, It is used chiefly for cutting fuel for 
the Institution. The shop. is, in my opinion, 
situated too far from the other building( about 
a quarter of a mile) involving great waste of time 
in passing backward and forward, 

The Farm requires some expenditure for equipment to the extent of about 
$70.00 details of which are given in the estimate. There are 
40 acres wider cultivation. I append an inventory of the stock 
which is all it good condition; one cow, however, is old and 
should be replaced, and +a one or two more should be added, 
It is noticed that only two pigs are in stock, and it seems to 
me that in connection with an institution of this kind where meat 
has to be purchased, and where there mst naturally be consider~ 
able refuse, this kind of stock should be more numerous and would 
be mos¢ profitable. 

I attach a statement of the crops raised last year ,which 


is creditable under the circumstances, The farm is in a very 


low situation, and the soil is fi enfana sandy, the time of the 


farmer and horses is also considerable taken up with freighting

supplies, etc, for the institution which is situated about 14 
miles from the business part of the town of Sault Ste. Marie. 
The hospital is in good condition and well-equipped with 
iron bedsteads and good bedding accomodation for nurse, and suit 
able culinary appliances, There were no inmates at the time of 


my visit. 


As the different kind of supplies required for the in- 
stitution are purchased from local dealers as required, there 
ia practically nothing in stock in the institution for mainten- 
ances except the triennial uniforms, the greater portion of the 
clothing used (except boots) appears to be that donated by diff- 
erent missionary societies, which is repaired and altered to suit, 
and cleansed in the institution. 

The inatitution is well-equipped with good iron beds and 
good bedding for about 68 pupils, whereas there are only about 
58 in attendance, and the Department has made provision for a 
per capita grant for fe pupil s, 

The contributions from various sources have, during the 8 
years ended on 3lst. December last, averaged $4,100 a year, 
There has been a falling off of the cash donations for the first 
nine months of the current year of about #200 which partly ac- 
counts for the increase in the deficit,

expected considering We Ghapeass of the authorities, and I see 
no direction in which more economy could be exerci ped,except in 
the matter of fuel. 

I attach a list of the members of the staff with their 
respective salaries, the amount of which is $ 2,876 ,00 annually 
or more than one-half of the Department's grant: stil1 I do not 
see how the staff could be reduced, having due regard to efficiency 

It seems quite evident to me that the Institution eann ot 
long continue to carry on the work without assistance from some 
source, The amounts due to the créditors require to be paid at 
an early date. The equipment and repaivs which I have named are 
necessary, and the institution has no funds with which to meet 
the requirements, The per capita grant should be increased if 
possible: the contributions from outside sources (in cash and 
kind) are variable and precarious, and the cash receipts are not, 
in my opinion. sufficient for proper maintenance, repairs and

The report is short and 
is only necessary to read it to obtain a 
tothe position which this school now occupies 
To my mind the report shows that the Institution 
has been carefully managed and that the present deficit has not 
accrued owing to extravagant management. In view of this fact, 
and taking into consideration the attitude of the Department in 
the past with reference to the frequent deficits which have 
arisen at Industrial Sehools in Manitoba and the North West Terr- 
itories( which I am bound to say have not always beexn incurred 
under such unavoidable circumstances) I would recommend that the 
Department come to the assistance of the Shingwauk Home. To 
refuse to do so at this jucture would mean the closing of the 
school, I am of the Opinion that the present per capita grant 
paid in Ontario is not sufficiently large to meet the cost of 
conducting these schools, The question of increasing this per 
Capita grant was taken up last year, but no decision was arrived 
at. It is my object, therefore, to recommend action by which 
the present stringency may be relieved without increasing the 
estimates of the Department. 
[ would propose to pay the deficit in two instalments: 
One on the lst. of January, proximo, the other on the lst. of 
July, if the Supply #423 is at that time available, if not, as 
soon after as possible. In addition to this I would propose to 
provide gradually the material reqiwired to place the building in 
a fair state of repair, When this is accomplished and when the

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poiler and engine are remaeed a saving of fuel will, I am sure, 
ensue, The expenditure that I propose by this recomuendation 


will not be subject to any supplementary vote; it can be made 


from the current appropriations without detriment to ow present 


obligations. By thus dealing with the Shingwauk Home we will 
not be according it better treatment than the Mount Elgin In- 
stitute. We have practically assisted that Institution in 
meeting ita obligations by very. considerable grants for re~ 
building and improving its equipments. 
The current year's estimates contain an item of $2,500 

an additional grant to the Mount Blgin Institute for thie pur- 
pose. Up to the present time the Shingwauk Home has received

He considers that to attempt any repairs would be a waste of 
money and that the Boiler and Engine should be discarded as soon as 
possible and in any case ought not to be used for more than three 
onth's lon-er and at a pressure not exceeding 40;)+ 

ir. Seott is of opinion that a 10H. P. Gasoline neiner costin 
with all necessary fixtures some where about $500 would do the 
pumping» run our circular saw and planing mill equally as well as a 
steam power and would comsume less than half the fuel. He points 
out that a Gasoline ongine 4 evelopes full power immediately and as 
soon as the work is done can be shut down and all expense ceases a4 
reat advantage and saving of fuel whores as in our cases on engine 
is required for a short time two or three times a week.

Memo for Deputy re small—pox at Sault Ste. Marie. 


I find in the communication of G. L. King of the Shing-- 
wauk Home, dated [5th. inst., a complaint that the small- 
pox hospital of the town of Sault Ste. Marie is a menace 
to the staff and pupils of the school. 

Regarding the complaint I would say that, if the staff 
and pupils have been vaccinated properly, they cannot 

take small~pox, even though exposedg Purther,that the mere 
passing of the building, in which cases of small—pox are 
confined, does not create a practical danger to passers- 
by. The law in Ontario provides that contagious disease 
hospitals cannot be established nearer than one hundred 
and fifty yards to an occupied dwelling. If Mr. King 

finds that this building is nearer than one hundred and 
fifty yards to the Home, of course an injunction might be 
obtained, but as the effect of the hospital upon the value 
of the property is not a matter of concern to this Dep't 

I cannot advise action along the line suggested in Mr. 


King's letter.

In response to the appeals made by the Primate of 
our Church, the Most Reverend Dr. Matheson, the Department 
a year or two ago very graciously increased the per capita 
grant to schools like our Shingwauk and Wawanosh Homes to the 
extent of ten per cent. This increase was given in view of 
the excessive hich cost of living. Subsequently I understand 
that the Primate made further representations in behalf of our 
schools, showing that the ten per cent. granted us, welcome as 
it was, did not really cover the case, since the increased cost 
of living represented 50 to LOO per cent. 

All this we feel to be of the utm st importance, in 
view of the present condition of affaires. There is no immediate 
prospect of the cost of living being reduced, In the meantime 
our school, after a very painful struggle to make ends meet, 
has begun to fall behind. Unless the Department is disposed to 
listen favourably to the Primate's appeal, I do not see what 
can be done to avoid serious debt in the near future. My pur- 
pose in writing you is to ascertain whether anything has been 
done or is likely to be done in connection with the matter. 

Trusting you will forgive the tro ible to which I have

Farm A large part of the farm is low and wet. This land is 
Conditions. rendered almost useless on this account. The City Council are 
. constructing a large outlet drain for the purpose of draining the 
Golf course. This drain will provide a splendid outlet for this 
low lend and I would strongly recommend that a system of tile drain- 
pA age be provided. Eighty per cent of the best farms of Ontario are 
ye” provided with tile drainage. I would estimate the cost of the tile 
at between $5@Mand $600. The increase in yield from this would pay 
100% on the investment, as it will make the difference between a 
good crop and a poor crop and in some years no crop at all. 


Improvements. 


A new sheep pen and drive shed combined has been erected 
since my last visit. 

A new chicken house. 

A new hog pen. 


The above buildings fill a long felt need. 


The barn is a structure 30’ X 50', with a basement under 
only part of it. This basement is very low and extends under only 
part of the barn. It has only one-quarter enough window space, and 
no proper arrangements for feeding. Each cow requires about six 
square feet window space and 600 cubic feet air space to give best results. 
The stock kept in this basement are too crowded and could not be ex- 
pected to give even average results. Feeding arrangements are very 
poor and out of date. Many Indian farmers have far better cattle barns 
than this one.

The buildings are too far apart to make the choring 
easy, and a great deal more time and labour is taken up because 
of this. 


I would recommend that a new basement bern 36' X 60° 
be built along modern lines closer to the school than the old 
pbuilding. The old barn could be utilized for other purposes, such 
as storing feed, implements, and etc. 


There is no silo for storing feed in. I consider that in 
successful farming in this locality a silo is ebsolutely necessary 
for success. The supply of succulent food throughout the winter 
months makes up for the absence of green pasture and the flow of milk 
is in this way kept up. Silage is a much cheaper food than grain or 
hay and is much more palatable. 


I would recommend that a silo be built. 


(1) The school room is lighted on both sides and consequently 
the children often cannot see the worl: on the boards. The black- 
,board space is small and cut up badly. The windows on the north 
side should be closed up and more windows opened up on the southside. 
A blackboard could be put on the north side.

The environment of the Shingwauk Home is such that the 
children placed there for training do not graduate with the correct 
ideas in respect to care of stock, arrangement of buildings, kind of 
buildings, ote. 
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In Genorale If this school is to fulfil the purpose for which 

“Téont'd.) it is intended, the environment must be such that the pupils 
will graduate with correct ideas on methods of farming, feeds, 
feeding, buildings, breeds of stock, arrangements of buildings, 
lend drainage, etc. 


Some of our Indian farmers are vory much in advance 
(so far as up-to-date equipment is concerned) of this school, 


I submit that this is a condition that should be 
rectified in the near future. 


In conelusion I can do nothing but congratulete the 
Reverend Mr. Fuller on the splendid showing he is making under 
such adverse conditiéns. He should be given @ free hand to carry 
on the work of the farm and I sincerely hope that the necessary 
improvements are made in order that he may make a greater success 
from the standpoint of preparing the pupils for the work they 
will have to do in after life.

During the several years which have elapsed since this 
Society took over, from the dioceses concerned, the administration 
of the Anglican Indian Residential Schools, we have experienced 
serious and chronic difficulties with the Rev. B.P. Fuller. 


These difficulties concerned, largely, the persistent 
refusal of Mr Fuller to co-operate with our Commission, and to 
observe such every-day business principles as the notification 
of supplies ordered, and the forwarding mf payment of accounts 
received. 


We have decided that the interests of the work cannot 
be further endangered through a continuance of apparently fruit- 
less efforts to secure reasonable co-operation on the part of 
Mr Faller; and have, in consequence, notified him that his engage- 
ment as Principal of the Shingwauk Home will terminate on the 
last day of September of this year. 


We propose to transfer the Rev. Principal Hives from 
Lac la Ronge to succeed Mr Fuller at the Shingwauk Home. I am 
requesting Dr.Westgate to write you concerning the Rev. Mr Fisher, 
nominated by the Commission for appointment as Acting Principal, 
in succession to Mr Hives, at Lac la Ronge.

Pe MR. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE KIWANIS CLUB: 


Your Committee investigating the conditions of the Shingwauk 
Home Indian School, visited the Home Friday, May Sth, 1931, and 
wish to report to you as follows: 


Rev. CO. F. Hives, Supt., met use and we were shown every 
consideration and courtesy, and we wish to submit that a letter 
of thanks be forwarded immediately by the Secretary to Mr. Hives, 
extending our appreciation. 


THE SHINGWAUK Home wae built about sixty years ago. It is 
of stone outer wall construction, the interior being entirely of 
wood and plaster construction. The building is in very bad 
need of repairs throughout. 


Due to the heating plant consisting of three boilers being 
inadequate to heat the building, it ie necessary, and they are 
using, stoves in all oless rooms and play rooms. Electric heaters 
are being used in staff quarters instead of stove. This condition 
we consider a most dangerous fire hazard, which should not exist 
in any public building. There are ninety-nine pupile in the 
building - sixty girls and thirty-nine boys. 


The fire fighting equipment in the building is entirely 
inadequate and would be useless in case of fire, due to the 
locations in the building. The fire escapes from the boys' 
dormitories consists of one straight ladder outeide of the 
window. This window must be raised and can only be lifted to 
give a thirty inch opening, to let the boys out on the platform 
from which they must go down a straight ladder one at 4 time. 
The landing platform has no guard rail on opposite end to ladder, 
which is a most dangeroue condition, and if crowded with boys 
leaving this building, no doubt would be the cause of serious 
accidents. 


We regret to advise that even a worse condition exists in the 
fire escape arrangement from the girle' dormitory. ‘The exit is 
also through a window the same as the boys. The straight ledder 
lands on the peak of a pitch roof of a frame building. After 
landing on this roof the pupils have to run down the roof to the / 
eave where another straight ladder is provided to reach the ground, 
A most deplorable condition exists at this point. The ladder is 
approximately eighteen inches below the eave of the roof, which 
necessitates the pupile hanging over the eave to reach the ladder. 
There are no guards above the eave and it would take extra care on 
the part of any man to reach this ladder, let alone these young 
girls such as there are found in this institution. 


We cannot comment too strongly on the fact that the interior 
of thie building is nothing lese than a4 dangerous fire trap. The 
existence throughout the building of so many stoves greatly in- 
creases the possibilities of fire. 


We also find that the roof of this building is in bad need 
of repair. ‘There are many leaks in the dormitories as well as 
other parts of the building. It is necessary, on rainy days, to 
place pails and tube in many places throughout the building to 
catch the water coming through the roof. These leake have left 
the ceiling in a very bad condition, the plaster being off in 
many places throughout the boys’ and girle' dormitories, sewing 
room and reading rooms. 


All 
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All the class roome are overcrowded, ‘The junior class 
room with crowded accommodations for forty pupils. This clase 
room is in very poor state of repairs. ‘There are no toilet 
accommodations for this room and it ie necessary for these 
ehildren to go down stairs. 


The girle' dormitory is like the rest of the building, of 
entirely wooden floors, and wooden partitions, ‘There is only 
one toilet and one bath in connection with this dormitery. ‘The 
junior girls' dormitory is practically in the same condition 
as the senior. These girls use the same toilet and bath as the 
senior girle, which means there ig only one toilet and one bath 
for all girls in connection with their dormitories. 


Both the boye' and girls’ play rooms are in very bad shape. 
In the girls' play room there ig only one bench which, when 
crowded, will only accommodate eleven children. There are only 
three toilets in operation in connection with thie play room. 


The laundry department is entirely inadequate for the 
number of pupils attending this school. 


We cannot bring to your attention too strongly the fact 
that all stair ways throughout this building are wooden con- 
struction, and the lack of suitable fire escapes makes this 
building a most dangerous fire trap, entirely unsuitable for a 
sohool. We are advised that this building wae condemned by the 
Fire Chief a year or two ago and that this report ie on file at 
the Department at Ottawa. 


We also bring to your attention that, in view of the most 
unsatisfactory sanitary conditions, and fire hazard existing in 
the use of thie building as a home and school, and after having 
the deplorable conditions that do exist brought to their attention, 
the late Government provided funds in the estimates of 1950 for 
the erection of a new Indian School here to replace the present 
Shingwauk Home. 


fhe Grand Jury, at the last sitting of the Supreme Court 
here, visited the Shingwauk Home and recommended the immediate 
construction of a new Indian School. 


We further wish to suggest to you that the construction of 
this new Indian Home could be done now cheaper than at any later 
date. 


In view of the deplorable conditions of the Shingwauk Home, 
as shown above, we recommend that thie Club pass a resolution, 
bringing to the attention of the Government, the unsatisfactory 
conditions existing in the Shingwauk Home here, and strongly 
urging them to proceed immediately with the construction of a new 
Indian school here, before the inevitable happens, and this 
building is burned with a heavy lose of human life, and that this 
resolution be forwarded to The Hon. Minister of Interior, and a 
copy of same forwarded to The Right Hon. Prime Minister and ir. 
T, KE. Simpson, Me P.

Reverend Sir,- 


By conourrent mail, Mr. Indian Agent Sims is 
receiving written authority for the improvements indicated 
by Mr. Perrier upon the occasion of his visit to the Shingwauk 
Home. I write direct to you with reference to one or two 
changes that the Department believes to be in the best interests 
of the work. You should organize the pupils on the half-day 
basis - one half day in the classroom and the other half in 
one of the departments. This will give you groups of or 
pupils both morning and afternoon for household and other 
duties. The Department would like to see all partes of the 
building and the grounds kept in an exceptionally clean 
condition. Mr. Ferrier reports that there is room for still 
farther improvement in the playrooms, the dining room and in 
the grounds contiguous to the main building. The change will 
make no appreciable difference, if any, in the academic 
progress of the pupils and the extra training in the domestic 
and other duties will give them habits of industry. 


Mr. Ferrier reports that every energy should be 
bent towards minimizing the risk of loss of life in the event 
of fire. As from the 15th instant, you are authorized to 
engage an exceptionally reliable night watchman and to pay 
for this service seventy-five dollars ($75.00) per month. 
The fire escapes are now usable, provided there ig proper 
supervision, and the Department wishes you to hold drill 
regularly. This should be done when the children are in the 
dormitories and, occasionally, to show all the varied nature 
of the exits, you should have all pupils descend by the fire 
escape at one side or the other of the building. I presume

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that, by thie time, the door hes been cut in the partition 
on the dormitory floor. 


You will please see that there is, at no time in 
the school year, any overcrowding of dormitories or classrooms. 
I believe that, at no time, should there be more than one 
hundred (100) pupils in residence. In your old building, the 
toilet and bath facilities are inadequate and supervision is 
aifficult. This suggests that only those pupils that can be 
easily accommodated should be considered. The Department is 
writing to Dr. Westgate today with reference to Miss Botterel, 
the matron, who should now be retired because of her physical 
disability. 


The Department repliszes that your duties as 

Principal are particularly trying and difficult as long as 
you remain in the 014 building. We urge you and the officers 
of the staff to make special efforts at this time. You may 
rest assured that it is our intention to arrange for ea new 
building as soon eas funds can be provided. The Department 
is asking Mr. Indian Agent Sims to make regular visits for 
the purposes of inspection and to assist in any way he can.

Another consideration which must be met, is 
Miss Botterel's future. Miss Botterel is 4% yrs of 
age. She hes given nerly twenty years of her life to 
this work, but she is not an old woman. In fat she is 
very healthy excepting for her unfortunate affliction 
of blindness. One has to look at the mtter from its 
humane side as well as the business and practical side, 
and it does not seem altogether right to lay aside a 
strong healthy woman in her prime of life. If she leaves 
the work here, with the very slender means she will 
have at her disposal, her life will be a very dull and 
hopless one. 


My feeling in the mtter is that she should be 
allowed to stay on as she is until the new building is 
accomplished. She knows this building. She can get 
around it just as well as I can, and taking eve rything 
into consideration, I would sincerely recommend that 
the Department withdraw their decision, and allow 
the Commission to retain her services until th new 
school is built.

With further reference to your letter of the 3lst. 
ulto. #13-Q-1, and my reply to the same on the 7th. inst., re 
t.e retirement of Miss Botterel from the Head Matronship of 
the Shingwauk Home, I beg to state that this important matter 
has received the most careful attention of our Commission, 
and in view of the following communications received from ti! 
school management, I have been instructed to request your 
Department to kindly agree to permit Miss Botterel to continue 
in her present office, at any rate, until the new main 
school building has been provided:- 


(1) The Rev. Principal Hives telegraphed to our 
Commission on April llth. stating that he very much regretted 
the action of your Department with regard to Miss Botterel, 
and added that he did not consider the showing of the school 
with regard to the health of pupils, the general progress 
made. and the results obtained under her Head Matronship 
warranted such action. 


(2) On April 16th. 4 letter was received from one 
of the leading staff agents, who refers to Miss Botterel as 
follows:- 

"Her work, her heart, her life, her brain, her all 

are being given for this school. She knows it ag 

she knows the letters of the alphabet ......seee5 

Miss Botterel has faithfully, watchfully, loyally 

Served in this work for eighteen years, giving up 

a good position as stenographer in the Department 

of Agriculture in Ottawa for the love and urge of 

missionary work. She has always smoothed over 
troubles whenever they arose. It is true she has 
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been deprived of her eyesight, but with her own 
trained girls, in addition to the Head Matron's 
work she has done endless substituting, even in 
the kitchen at times, and never was the work so 
well done. She directed the girls in this work, 
and an excellent training ft Was «ecceeees 

Had it not been for Miss Botterel, the story of 
the girls at this school would have been a very 
different one. When Mary Simons, now 4 fully 
qualified Nurse, was in the Entrance class, and 
refused to take the examination because she would 
have to mingle with White girls, Miss Botterel 
dealt with her as she did with Louise Jackson 
and Barbare Michael, and it was not long until 
all the brighter girls looked forward to higher 
education «sseeeseees BO take her work from her, 
the only work she can ever know now and which 

she just naturally does so well, would be cruel. 
A healthy, vigorous person, living the rest of 
her life, with no sight, and nothing to do, would 
be slow torture. If you can use your influence 
with the Department to alter their decision in 
this matter, I will vouch for Miss Botterel, and 
make up for any drawback to the work which her lack 
of sight may mean, although no such drawback has 
as yet existed.” 


In the light of the above communications, our 
Commission feel fustified in asking your Department not to 
press for Miss Botterel's retirement at the present time. 
Some years ago when Mr. Puller was filling the position of 
Principal of this school, and he failed hopelessly in the 
matter of asswering communications from the Commission, and 
in submitting the reports they required, Miss Botterel was 
asked to undertake these duties with the assistance of another 
member of the staff, and they were well and promptly done. 
Although she is deprived of the priceless gift of sight, her 
Sane judgment, sympathetic understanding, neverfailing patience, 
and otherwise senera¥ good and helpful influence, combine to 
make her one of the most efficient staff agents our Commission 
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have ever had in the Indian Residential School service, 
and the members sincerely trust that you may be able to 
accede to their earnest request, that she be allowed to 
continue in her present position.

The Committee named by you and undersigned have made an ex- 


amination of the school, particularly in regard to the prevalence 


of Tuberculosis and Typhoid Fever, and beg to report as follows ;+ 


lst. As to Tuberculosis. 

It appears to us that the building occupied by the scholars 
lacks sufficient light, ventilation and recreation space. The ceil- 
ings are too low, but this would not be serious if they and the walls 

were bright in color and easily cleansed. The high wooden wains- 
cotting and walls should be repjaced by hard nlaster, tile, of at 
least painted or calsomined in light color; the floors also are ppen 
and need renewing. What plaster there is is rough and thus favors the , 
accumulation of dust in which tuberenlar bacilli thrive. 

There is practically no recreation space provided and that 
used by the boys, we think positively injurious, as it is used as their 

wash and serub room, is largely underground and lighted by only two 
half windows. ‘The walls are dark and the whole apartment dingy. 

The girls' recreation room has not the seme faults, but as it 
usei also ss a dinning room, it is hardly a place in which they can 
fémp and tuke necessary exercise. 

The place allotted for sleeping room would probably be sufficient 
under ordinary conditions, but owing to the susceptibility »? the 
inmates to tuberculosis, it is questionable if it would not be better 
to provide more space, or better still a means of changing the air in 
the rooms frequently. 

We aleo find that there are a few children suffering from tuber- 
culosis attending the school in whom the signs of diseasé are quite 
evident in the lungs, glands or bones. Such cases should never be 


admitted, and in cases where the disease develops in the school, should

be isolated and s t hom 2 some Sanitarium for the treatment of 
tuberculosis. This implies a more thorough examination of applicants 
for admission and i? ; we would suggest, that in addition to the 
juired, you inquire into the previous illnesses 
history of each applicant, and have the school physician 
make a thorough examination before such applicant is finally admitted. 
Tf oases with a marked pre-disposition to tuberculosis of incipient 
cases are not admitted, the health of the school will be safe gaurded, 
To sum up, we would advise the removal of «11 tuberculosis 
now present and as much as possible prevent the admission of 
cases.

Superintendent General: - 


The Bishop of Algoma has written the Depart= 
ment forwarding a copy of the report of a committeoe of 
medical men appointed by the Board of Management of the 
Shingwauk Home to examine into the sanitary condition 
of the promises. 

The Bishop refers to an outbrenk of typhoid fever 
which took place in November, last. This epidemic was 
brought to the Department's attention by the Principal 
at that time, and a newspaper cutting was inclosed, 
whioh showed that the water-surply of Sault Ste. Marie 
was impregnated with typhoid germs. The whole of the 
sewage of Sault Ste. Marie is carried down past the 
Nome, which is only one and a-half miles from t'e town, 
while their own sewage is disposed of in the river by 
means of an open draih , which empties a short distance 
above the intake pipe for the school's water-oupply. 
There is soarcely any ourrent on the north bank of the 
river, and the accompanying plan of the Shingwauk grounds 
will show you the situation. 

The committee recommend a thorough system of 
drainage, with closets, urinals and bath-rooms and a 
water-supply independent of the river from a deep well, 
pumped up by a wind-mill or other power. The bulk of 
the water used for drinking pupposes is béiled, but the 
committee state that it is impossible to have instructions 
carried out by the scholars. Naturally they will use 


the water from the pipes when they have an opportunity 
ply y P 
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,and need it. 

Tuberculosis is also prevalent in the school, 
and the committee have reported on the unsanitary con- 
dition of the building, and go fully into the changes 
and improvements in the building which should be made to 
remedy x&ks the oxisting state of affairs. 

From this report it would eppesr that some 
radical ohanges and improvements should be made in the 
buildings and water-supply, but as the Rishop has furnished 
no estimate cf the probable cost of these improvements, 
it would bo necessary, before the Department conld arrive 
at a definite understanding, to havo a detailed catimate 
of the cost of putting this institution in a thoroughly 
sanitary condition, that is if the Department is willing 
to come to their assistance. 

The Shingwauk Home is not the property of the 
Department, and, if it has to assume the cost of all the 
im rovements sucrested, it would be well that some definite 
understanding should be arrived at as to how the Depart- 
ment stands with regard to the ownership of the iunkiiu- 
stem property. I think that they should either make it 
over to the Government or enter into an agroemont to 
recoup the Department for the outlay that we have already 
gone te and the amount that the report will entail, in 


sase they should at any time cease to carry on a schbol.

Thie week the Department a deputation in the interests of the 


_ Shingwauk Wome, - the Bishop of Algoma, Mr. King,-the Principal, and Mr. 


Boyoe, MeP. The visit of the deputation was the outcome of certain corres= 
pondents which had taken place between the scliool authorities and the 
Depar tment. 

Typhoid fever hagl been very prevalent at the school and also 
tuberculosis, and the Board of Management deemed it important to have an 
examination of the buildings, the drainage and water supply,»y competent men. 
Three physicians of standing went thoroughly over the ground and prepared 
a report. The recommendations included the provieion of a supply of pure 
woter, uncontaminated by the sewage from the town of Sault Ste. Marie and Pixny 
@f the Institution, which was thrown into Garden River above the intake pipe 
which supplies the Institution with water for all purposes. 

The physicians also recommend a thorough system of drainage 
with ueual modern conveniences. The Department, thoroughly alive to the 
needs of the case, requested the preparation of detailed plans and the 
estimate of the cost of making the required changes and improvements. The 
leputation presented such plans accompanied by the estimate, The changes 
appear to have been carefully planned and should, when carried out, provide 
the echocl with a proper system of drainage, necessary improvononts in 
residential features and sanitation. It io proposed to provide water from 
an Artesian well for drinking purposes. Ihe sstimate for the work, ex- 
cluding the well, is $7,955. The estimate appears to be 4 liberal one and 
the work oan possibly be done for lees. Detailed specifications have not 
yet bem prepared, and a public competition may fsubtlesas reduce the general 


cost. If the recommendation which I propone& to mke is approved of, it will

will be necessary to make these detailed specifications and to ask for 
teriders. 

The most important question to be decided is how to provide funds. 
The estimates contain no special appropriation for the work except tho item 
for "Unforseen and miscellaneous" expenditure, but there is frequently an

I beg to inform you that as instructed by your official 
letter, dated December 5, last, 1 made ar inspection of Shing- 
wauk and Wawanosh Homes, Sault Ste. Marie, ‘nt.. on March 6, 
last, and to report as follows 

The school, a stone building of good architectural 
design, thoroughly Englist 1 type. erected on the north side 
of the main street of the city with a plo: ig suburban view of 
the river and landecape and surrounded by well kept grounds of 
considerable extent, is in appearance, at least, an ideal home 
Bschool. That it is so, is apparent. as the principal and his 

mily are making the personal welfare of eact pupil their es- 
pecial inter@et. and, I firmly believe, that under the direction 
of the Rev. Principal that this school is again destined to 
achieve good results. 

The building, from the exterior, is almost unique in 
its rustic beauty, being erected of native field or boulder 
stone, hammer dressed, roughly and flushed up with lime mortar 
to even face. 

54', with extension on either 
end, the left being 25' by 35' and Prinetpal's residence on the 
right. 27' by 40' and also extension at rear, 26' by 36', con 
tains on ground floor- entrance hall, dining-room,. pupils and 
staff, kitchen for pupils and staff. recreation room, enc) 
boys and girls, lavatories, each for boys and girls, staff 
tory, shoemaker's shop, office, clothing room, corridor and 
three boiler rooms as well as Principal's residence. On first 


floor are- the school rooms 1 ar 2 boys and girls recrea- 
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= tion-rooms, sewing-rooms staff sitting-room 7 bedrooms, cloth- 
ing-room and Principal's residence. 

The upper floor contains 3 dormitories for girls, 4 for 
boys, 2 clothing rooms and 2 bed or monitor's rooms, adjoining 
boys’ and girls' dormitories. 

Interior arrangement- 

The arrangement of the interior,while roomy and probably 
convenient. is not of modern school type and appears to have 
been erected in sections, more care having been exercised in the 
preserving of the outside architectural appearance than in pro- 
ducing an ideal interior for the purpose for which it is used. 

this reason considerable floor space is not fully util 

ceiling also being lowrequires a considerable excess of 

floor space to provide the required cubical air aroa. 
in connection with the irregular exterior providing an unduly 
large proportion of wall space and oor surface over cubical 
area and makes thebuilding an expensive on heat and ventilate 


satisfactorily.

The drainage system is sanitary and apparently in good con-

—_ tion, these can be cut off from ceiling, carried down on face 
of walls to floors and will partly ventilate rooms where located. 
Additional ventilation will be required for class-rooms and dor- 
mitories to enable the building to fully comply with Department's 
requirements. 

Heating- 
Phe building is heated by hot water system three hot water 

boilers being located in separate positions in the building: 
and those while answering their purpose are not as effective for 
heating purposes as they would have been, if differentiy in- 
stalled. The most effective system of heating for an irregular 


puilding,of this extent,is undoubtedly low pressure steam. 


Bedrooms- 
There are 4 staff pedrooma( exGluding rincipal's residence ) 
on first floor in addition to a large staff sitting room on first 
flat and 2 monitor's bedrooms on dormitory flat, all being of 


good size, airy and well lighted. 


Clothes room- 


There are 2 clothes rooms for the storing of wardrobes, etc,,

Principal's residence- 

The Principal's residence is attached to and partly surrounds 
one corner of the school building, contains on first floor, hall, 
parlour, dining-room, kitchens. three bedrooms, bath room, cor- 
ridor an@ shed; and on ground floor, Principal's office, store 


room, boiler-room, coal-room, shed and passage. 


General- 

All of the buildings enumerated herein are substantial and 
in fairly good condition some minor repairs being necessary,only 
such, however, as are usually looked for in any building which 
has been in constant use for a prolonge period. 

It will be necessary to install a good system of ventile- 
tton in the building, particularly in the dormitories and class- 
rooms as Owing to the building being erected of stone, with 
thick walls and wide reveals, less sunlight is diffused in the 
interior; and also owing to the stone walls, especially in the 
very warm weather, condensation is rapid and general throughout 
the building, except where fires are constantly kept going. 

It will also benecessary to install 3 shower baths, each 
for boys and girls, in their bathrooms and seven basins for boys' 
and five for girls'lavatories to fully complete their sanitary 
equipment. In every other way the school will comply with De- 


partment's requirements. 


Recommnendation- 

I would recommend that providing six shower baths and twelw 
basins are installed and a system of ventilation put in dormi- 
tories, class-rooms, etc.,and isolation hospital put in good 
condition and sanitary conveniences installed. so as to fully con- 
ply with Department's requirements, that the building be ranke

While at the Garden River Reserve 
e@ visited Mr. Hardyman at the Protestant sohool, 
andIwieh to draw attention to the needs at this 
school. Their supply of water ie not satisfactory, 
and a new well should be sunk outside of the build-= 
ing, the present one being in the basement. This 
simply involves the driving of a pipe and water 
will presumably be found at no great depth. A 
new pump should aleo be provided. 
The sohool building ie in need cf painte 
ing and the interior of the building should be

Secenad- We,fer several years, precured eur ewn fuel wy cutting 
weed, and es the pert ef damaged syatem used te heat the Prineipal's 
residence we eeuld by installing emall steves de witheut the hest frem 
this third furnece, thus delaying the cost ef revairs end aaving en fuel 
Then when we were infermed that the Department would we willing te 
assist ue and 1000.00 set spart fer that surpese we wegen the repairs, 
deing ell goalé te help in the unekille4 werk, epening areins ane 
sewers ete, 

But there bweing ne pessible means ef ewteining an estimate 
ef the extent ef wreaks in pipes we were fereed te preceed and te 
repeir and test until we extained @ complete repair. I have te cenfers 
we were in a very anxieus conditien ef mind as te the cent considering 
the uneertein manner jn whieh we had te de the werk ana I went te 
explein to eur Indian agent , alse expressing my willingness te have th 
everdraft in the eest ef repairs deducted from my salary, if the 
Department weuld settle the acceunt,

At the Distriet House of Refuge there worse 
fifty four inmates. lverything here wos found dlean ani 
sanitary and reflected great eredit on the capable manngee 
mont of this useful Institution, The third flat should be 
at once completed and equipped and all the floors should be 
oiled and an doevatoer instelled. 


At the Children's shelter Home everyhhing 
was also found in excellent condition, reflecting the utmost 
ereiit on Mr. and Mra. Cornell who were in charge, the 
diseipline end care of the helpless children finding 6 
temporary home there, leaving nothing to be desired. 


The Algoma Home for Indien Children commonly 
kmown ae the Shingwauk Home contained eighty two ohildren 
of both sexes. Considering the length of time sinee this 
building was erected, everything was found in good shape 
but there should be a new roof to the main wailing and 
mmerous minor interior repairs thereto to Please same in 
the best condition for the purposes for which it was erected.

I am only . win the report you have asked for, I 
regret very much, i | yePaefaulted so long, But to tell the 
facts of the case, fe a very good idea,or knowledge of what 
funds our school is recesfeing from the Indian department, but have 
no knowledge of other ants from other sources, all these go straight 
to the Missionary Spéiety ,as do also the Per Cap from the Bepart, at 
Ottawa, So that ®hen you receive the report ,you will understand 
why I have not given any account of small grants,such as SundaysSchools 
and the grants for the support of pupils ,which is undertaken by many 
of our Church congregations and others. 


All our requirements are 
equisitioned for to the Missionary Society, and all bills are paid by 
them, so that we have no deficite such as we used to have, The Society 
take all monies,and are responsible for all debts. 
The salaries are all 
paid by them, But the Womens Auxiliary of the church supply all money 
to pay female workers in the indian Boarding Schools. 


{Two years ago we had 
a new roof put on the large Class-room and drill Hall,and that is the 
only repairs we have done since the Missionary Society took over the 
management of the Indian Schools, and our buildings are in sore need of 
repairs and paint, 


We are often afraid that we may be asked why we are 
neglecting these things , and ,here we would like to state our reasons, 


Ist,) We wish to do certain repairs,and paint certain buildings, and 
we requisition the Missionary Society for these materials needed, 
The reply we get is to apply to the Government for them.

When I visited the Shingwauk Home at Sault 
ste. Marie on Wednesday last, the 24th. inst., I found that, 
owing to the abnormally heavy rainfall which had prevailed in 
thet part, the water had been seeping into the basement and 
furmace-room, and as the drain was choked, the Principal 
and the Farm Instructor with the add of some of the bigger 
boys had undertaken the laborious task of digging out the 
drain to remove the obstruction. When I reached the school, 
they had actually dug a trench 259 yards long and at no 
spot less than 2 feet deep, while in other places nearer 
the school it was actually 5 feet in depth, They found 
that the box drain which had been installed was so badly 
rotted that it had caved in, and this caused the water to 
pack up into the furnace~-room, 


I suggested to Mr. Puller, the Principal, 
that no attempt should be made to repair the box drain, 
but that he should confer with the Indian Agent and agree 
with him to request your Department to provide 6 inch tile 
instead. TI understood from Mr. Puller thet Mr. Indian Agent 
Sims agreed with the suggestion that the tile should replace 
the wooden drain, and I trust that any request which you may 
receive from him in this connection may regeive your sym 
pathetic consideration. I was unable to get a close estimate 
of the cost of the tile during my short stay in Sault Ste. 
Marie, but Mr. Fuller was of the opinion that it would not 
exceed $60, or $70.

I have been instructed by our Commission 
to direct your attention to the heavy expenditure which they 
are obliged to make from year to year for bread at the Shing- 
wauk Home, and to ask you to kindly give very careful consid- 
eration to the question of providing this Schodl with facili- 
ties for baking bread. In support of this request I beg to 
state that the bills which were paid by our Commission for 
bread at this School during the year 1928, amounted to 
$2,117.10. Had the Commission surchased the flour required 
to meet the needs of the staff and pupils at their schedule 
rate of allowance which is 75 lbs. per head per Quarter, the 
total cost of this flour would have amounted to $1,035.00 
f.0.b. S.Ste. Marie, and they would thereby have effected 
a saving of $1,082.10, 


AS the average per capita cost offbod at a 
number of our Society's other Schools where bread-baking 
facilities are provided, is only approximately $45.00 a year, 
while the average per capita cost of this same item at the 
Shingwauk Home is $62.00 a year, it is obvious that the lack 
of baking facilities is very brgely responsible for the difference. 


On various occasions during my visit to your 
Department, I have made known the wish of our Commission to 
have the baking facilities provided, not only in order that the 
operating expenses of the institution might be reduced, but 
that the pupile might benefit by this branch of education as 
well, On each occasion, a note was made of my request, and 
Sympathetic consideration of the situation promised. 80 far, - 
however, no action has been taken, and our Commission has lost

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heavily in consequence. They feel that the situation 
should not be allowed to continue as it is at present, 

and for this reason I shall be very grateful if you will 
govinto the matter carefully, and provide this institution

With further reference to my letter of May lst and your 
reply to the same on May 7th (No. 13-0-5) re baking facilities for 
the Shingwauk Home, I beg to state that, I sedenaet to the 
Erinetpat the question of greater urgenoy with regard to the 


bakimg facilities and the root-house, and in his reply, he states 
that the baking facilities are undoubtedly the more urgent. 


With regard to the question of accommodation for the 
instellation of a bake oven, I beg to state that this is not 
available in the existing buildings. I discussed this matter fully 

jwith the Superintendent of Indian Education during his recent visit 

//to Winnipeg, and as he knows the Shingwauk Home buildings very well, 
he agreed that any attempt to instal a large bake-oven either in 
the Kitehenm or in one end of the laundry, would not only prove 
unsatisfactory, but wokld seriously interfere with the work of those 
two departments. A small bake-house to serve until the new School 
is provided could be built on skids at a moderate cost, amd I beg 
to recommend that this action be taken at an early date, and a 
suitable bake-oven, and mechanteal dough-mixer installed. The 
dough-mixer could be operated by electric motor, as the Shingwauk 
Home derives its light and power from the light and power plant of 
the City of Sault Ste. Marie.

I made an examination of the Shingwauk Indian Home 
yesterday and find the sanitary conditions there rather eenatintasters. The 
boys' bath tubs have never been connected to the sewer and where they are now 
placed is very unsatisfactory. The Principalés quarters, which have not been 
occupied for some time, are uninhabitable, The roof leaks, the floors in the 
lower flat are rotten, the walle are cracked, the plaster is falling off and 


the whole place is in a generally dilapadated state, It requires a thorough 


renovating before it will be fit to live in, 


I examined the children and found them free from any 
contagious disease, There are eight children who have enlarged and infected 


tonsils which should be removed, 


On account of the recent presence of two caves of 
active tuberculosis in the school I think it would be advisable to have all 


the children tuberculin tested, If the Department wishes this done I will be 


glad to do it at any time.

At the present 
time the sewage empties into the river without going 
through sny process such as septic tank. 


I would certainly recommend that a proper septic 
tank system be egtablished to handle this matter. Our 
supils bathe in the river below where the sewage empties, 
hat in itself is not good, and may cause serious health 
trouble sometime. 


As there is no mention of this matter in the 
specifications, would you kindly let me know what system 
would be adopted, so that I may inform the contractors 
of this.

@ have given careful consideration to the 
contents of these communications. The condition of thia 
bulla has been a matter of concern to the Department, 
and it is onky owing to the necessity tor rigid economy 
that the Department was not able to provide in ite Butimates 
for the current year an amount sufticient te erect a new 
building. it wikl, 2 fear, be some time before it will 
ve posoible to wake the much needed improvement. i have 
to assure you, however, that the aatter wiii be kept to 
the forefront of our building programme. I have pheaoure 
in informing you that the Department being aware of the 
fire ciok bao taken the precautionary meqoure of amploying 
@ nigat watchman at thie sohood. The Superintendent of 
Indian Xduostion wiki be at Sault Jte- Merle in a few days, 
and my Deputy for indian Affairs hae given him definite 
inetructions to make uw moet careful survey of the building, 
and to suggest any possible means of diminishing the fire 
viek and providing more serviceable fire-eseapesn. Owing 
te the general condition of the mididing, it would not 
appear to be economical to inour any large expenditure, 
cut it may be possible to make some minor improvements.

Pursuant to ins tions in your letter of 
the 4th instant, I have to report that, when in Sault 
Ste. Marie early thie month, I made a very careful 
inspection of the ae Home. While the particular 
oritioiams in the resolution of the local Kiwanis Club 
were founded in fact, the general eonditions at this 
achool are not quite so serious as those who are 
pressing for & new building would have us believe. 


The interior of the building is sc con~ 
structed, that there is no doubt a serious fire hazard. 
This hazard ie inereased by the supplementary heating 
units - 7 stoves in classrooms, playrooms, laundry, 
Prineipal's office and Principal's residence and one~- 
half dozen electric heaters in the etaff bedrooms. 


Te put this o14 building, part of which was 
erected 57 yoere st 4n @ safe condition, would be so 
expensive that it is out of the question. If school 
is to be confiucted until & new building is provided, 
steps must be taken to minimize the risk of loss of 
life in the evert of fire. Seme months ago, we 
authorized the engagement of & night watehman, who 
would constantly patrol the building. I find that the 
Rey. ©, Hives, the Principal, has relied a little too 
much on this employee. He has not sufficiently em- 
yapetess the fire drill and the fire escapes them- 
selves. 


We have been eliowing $60 per month for the 


night watehman and the suhool been giving him his 
board. I asked Mr. Hives if he was one hnéred per cent 
satisfied that the man was on the job every mimte of the 
night. He hesitated before replying that was 
“reasonably sure". I 4 him if we made the remuner~- 
ation $75 a month if could get a man on whom he could 
absolutely rely. He replied he could, so, as from the 
15th instant, there has been on duty a night watchman 
who is thoroughly reliable. 


With reference to the fire escapes themselves, 
I arr a for @ guardrail on the boys’ fire escape andi 
instructed that a fire axe was to be always handy to 
the winiow openi. thereon. The escape from the girls' 
dormitory was in eondition, as reported by the 
Kiwanis Club Committee, and, on the 9th instant, I 
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* 


arranged for two carpenters to come out to the school 
ent I ve them instructions onan + he out- 
side the windew anf a platform to the escape - all 
properly surrounded by gazette: Purther, the ladder 
fire esoape was raised 5 ft., to be easily reached, and 
was pr y protected. The Kiwanis Committee reports 
eonce a wee? ladder which lands on the re of 
@ pitoh roof; but this ies not a fire escape, 48 t leads 
only to the roof of the building. 


fe lessen the gemral risk, I instructed the 
carpenters to punch a door through an interior wall 
whieh divides the building on the dormitory floor. In 
the event of fire at one enti of the building, the boys 
or the girls, as the case may ve, could be moved to the 
other side to descent the fire escape or the interior 
stairease there. 


fhe roof of the building ie in rather poor 
eondition ani I authorized the carpenters to re-shingle 
these patches where there was any leaking. 


The agcemmodates 95 or 100 pupils 
without any real , ami I instructed the Prin- 
@ipal te see that the mumber 444 net run over the 100 
at any time. The boys' dormitory has plenty of sir 
space and the girls’ is not seriously crowded. In the 
past, the elassrooms have been overcrowied; but I have 
inatrueted the Principal to ¢ to the half-day 

atem, which will remedy this situation forthwith. 
the toilet ané bath facilities are inadequate, but 
remedial measures need not be considered as the Depart- 
ment intends to diseontimue the use of this building 
in the early future. The playrooms ani the paneng room 
have not been eared for as well as is desired, I 
gave the Principal instructions in this connection. The 
matron at the sehool, Miss Bottere1, is now practically 
wholly blind, ani I intend to write to Dr. Westgate 
with a view to having her retired. 


It should be remembered that thie building 
ie not a hi struset ané that there are no pupils 
more than 2% stories m the ground. The dormitories 
are not losxed at night and the winiows to the fire 
eseapes open easily. With your permission, I wish to 
instruet Mr. Indian Agent Sims to regulerly inspect 
this school and to give particular attention to the 
safety of the ehildren. 


With your conourrence, I wish to authorize 
a few minor improvements, as follors:~- 


le Bleotrie lights over the fire escapes, 
2. Sheet iron and asbestor proteetion around 


the smoke pipes from steves in kitchen and both 
playrooms. 


- 3. Caloimine and - 
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Galeimine and brushes for deoPrating the 
dermitories anf a little paint to complete 
the henhouse, 


Half sereens for eertain winiows, 


$150 fer repairs to the farmer's cottage. 
The farm instructor, who is a good officer, has 
reeentiy been married, and Mr. Hives wishes to 
give him one of the o14 stone homes to himself. 


One herse to complete a second team for the 
ecneel.

I may say that I was quite critical concerning 
the lack of cleanliness of certain parts of the o14 
building and on the sehool grounds. Mr. Hives assures 
me that confitions are now much better than when he 
took it over, but he is going to take full advantage of 
the half-day system ani have gangs of the younger 
ehildren resposible daily for jobs that they can do. 
Mr. Hives now knows the Department's wishes and is not 
got to treat them lightly, as I told him that we 
would elose the sehool if the ehureh authorities and 
himself felt that the difficulties and dangers were too 
great. 


There are five buildings that should remain 
after the new main building is erected - the chapel, 
the farmer's residence, two sumer cottages on the 
river and the new henhouse. The o14 hospital across 
the main read ani all the other buildings, inoluding 
the barn, sheuld eventually be removed.

You may also arrange for 
the installation ef electric lights over the fire 
escapes. 


You should alse provide protection near 
the amoke pipes from the stoves in the kitchen ani 
in both playrooms. You may also provide calcimine 
and brushes for decorating the dormitories and a 
little paint te complete the henhouse. You may 
expend approximately 5 in provid half screens 
fer certain windows in the school. ou may also 
expend $150 for repairs te the farmer's cottage.

The roof, which represents the largest expense, 
is now rein proof.

The fire escape from the girl's 
dormitory has been properly built, and is now safe for 
use. The boys’ fire escape has been repaired. Lights 
have been installed over each exit. A doorway from the 
girls’ dormitory through the stone wall has been effected, 
and so giving access between the east and west parts of 
the building on the dormitory floor. Plumbing has been repaired 
wherever necessary, and enclosed is an account of same 
Slong with an account of plumbing done previous to Mr 
Ferrier's visit, but which he inspected and approved of. 


4ll smoke pipes have been overhauled, and 
wherever necessary repaired. Also abestos covered sheeting 
placed above smoke pipés. Some tinting has been done 
in the building, and we have engough Kalsomine to do whet 
should be done this year. 


I have not had the Farmer's house finished yet, 
for which a grant of $150.00 was made, but will do this 
before Winter.

The only room available 

for this department is @ room on the top floor which 

is used as a Glothing-room. This oan be used if we 

oan dispose of the clothing in @ proper way, and I 

may say that this o@n be done, if we have clothing 
cupboards built. One hundred dollers will give us 

the necessary clothes cupboards. There are many empty 
spaces in the corridors and other places where cupboards 
ean be built and wed conveniently. 


This is a very important matter, a8 I would 
like to work out the half-day system with success, and 
I feel sure it oan be done if we have the room for 
accomodeting the sewing classes.

Our Laondry mohinery reguires overhauling, 
and re eee t Last year, about this time, it was 
done, the idea of making it last out until new 
equipment should come wit the new building, which 
was to have been built last year. il estimate that if 
¥30.00 is spent again on it this year, we can go 
through another year with it. 


The chimey leading from the stove which heats 
the girls’ playroom is in bad shape. On sccount of the 
chimney being so low, the smoke blows back into the girls‘ 
playroom anytime the wind blows. 4% one time there was 
an extension on the top of the chimney, but this blew 
off some years ago. The cost of renewing this would 
be #20.00. 


the vepartment bought us a kitchen range two 
yeurs ago. this now requires new grates, relining, and 
some new parts to the top. On account of having no 
proper heater for the Laundry irons, the kitchen range 
has to be used. Consequently the range is somewhat 
abused. It will cost approximately ~25.00 to put the 
range in proper repair. 


we have been having a great deal of trouble 
lately with our lights. Our building is very poorly 
lighted, and yet we have really more than the fuses 
oan cerry. Consequently the fuses are constantly bhowing 
out, and of late the main fuse has been biwming, thereby 
throwing the whole building into darkness. You oan well 
immagine the inconvenience as well as the possible danger 
it causes with so many children around. I have hed an 
expert down, and of course he condemngs the system as 
unsefe, as other have done before, but it could be 


made tolerably safe by dividing some of the circuits, 
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a and lightening the load on the fuses. Lt would cost 


approximately 90.00 to do this, 


would you kindly place these matters 
before the vepartment for their best consideration, 
these repairs are not only necessary to miintain the 
proper standard in our administration, but also 
a8 @ safeguard against possible danger.

The cost would be not over 
sixty dollars. 


I may also say that the main water pipe 
into the shingwauk Home has no shit-off. some of the 
pipes are in very poor shape and liable to cause 
trouble, as they are leaking. I think it is very 
necessary that there should be a valve near the 
entrance of the water supply so that the water can 
be controled if necessary. at the present time, 
it would have to be done in the oity,over a mile 
away. The cost of installing this shut-off would 
be forty dollars.

In this connection I have to say that certain funds 
were provided in our Estimates for the current fiscal year 
to ineatall a septic tank and place the sewage system in a 
satisfactory condition. There was also an item included to 
install a new roof on the main building. 


I have to request, therefore, that you will take 
these matters up with the Principal and furnish a report, 
together with a detailed estimate of the cost of installing 
a septic tank and the work in placing the sewage system in 
a satisfactory condition. Further, you should state in 
detail the cost of the material and labour in placing the 
roof of the main building in good condition or to install a 
new roof. Please state how you would recommend that all the 
above work be carried out end the amount of labour that could 
be performed by the staff and pupile of the school. When 
your estimate of the cost of the above work is received, 
consideration will be given as to whether same can be author- 
ized or not. 


With reference to the paint and kalsomine for the 
interior, paint for the exterior end repairs to certain of 
the floors, these mattere will have to stand over until your 
reply ie received regarding the expenditure required for the 
sewage system and the installing of a new roof. In any 
event, I have to say that the Department is not prepared to 
authorize any expenditure in connection with the painting of 
the exterior of the building.

W exceeding the sum of $50.00 in carrying out the repairs re- 
quired to the furnaces and renewing the smoke pipes.

Dear Sir: 


Regarding the matter of new roof for our main 
building, and construction of septic tank, I beg to 
place before you certain recommendations after very 
carefully going into matters. 


A new roof would cost appromimately $600.00. 
Much as I would like to see a new roof, I would like to 
point out to you that, om account of the deplorable 
conditions that expiat inside the building, im the way 
of worn out floord, sanitation and inconvenience, my 
opinion is that the yet ae is not worthy of a new 
roof. I may also say that the walla of the building 
are in a bad state of repair, and look very unsafe in 
places. I would like to recommend that one hundred 
dollars be spent on repair the roof, and that will 
be sufficient to take care of it for two years if necessary. 


Septic tank. I am encloa a letter from 
Molarty Broa., Builders and Comtractors, in which they 
estimate the building of a septic tank at $620.20. 
The 8h auk Home ia sittated below the city of Sault 
Ste. Marie. The city disposea of all ite sewa into 
the river without any treatment. We are, therfore, 
justified in doing the same with our sewage. at present 
the sewage from our school discharges about two hundred 
feet from the river, and causer a great nuisance and 
danger. I would recommend that two hundred dollars be 
spent on carry the sewage pipes right into the river, 
I have very carefully gone into thie matter, and .2w@ would 
recommend it strongly, both om account of ite economical 
advantage, and also I consider it to be quite safe. 


I have already asked for a small grant to 
clean up inside the building, and hope that the 


Department may see fit to favourably comei@er thas 
request. 
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There is one other matter which I feel should 
be place(before the Department. iI have tried, in considering 
the matters of roof and septic tank, to be practical 
and economical, and it may possible be that by economizing 
im ome place, help may be given to another. We have 
absolutely no cold storege. We are not allowed te put up 
jee from the river, on account of the city disposing of 
their sewage into the river above us. The lack of oeld 
storage equiptment is not only a great inconvenience, bat 
eauses a lot of loss of food stuffs. Moreover, no matter 
how carefal we may be in the matter of cleanliness, there 
is an unsanitary odeur that attracts o host of flies, 
causing therepy 8 very unsanitery state. I have alse 
gone into this matter osrefully, amd would like to submit 
an estimate of the cost of a refrigora ting plant, which 
gould be imstalled in such a way as to be of use im a 
wew building. The vault or clamber could be built fer 
ome hundred dollars. The compressor and rest of the 
equiptment would cost eight hundred dollers. 


Will 9 kindly place theee matters before 


the Department, an sincerely hope they will receive 
favourable consideration.

Dear Sir: 


On 3rd. I wrote you regarding certain 
repairs that should be effected in our school. Two 
items of expenditure were sanctioned by the Department, 
and 8 request from them for an eatimate of what & 
roof for the main bash Steg would cost, and also & 
properly constructed septic tank. I went into these 
matters carefully, and wrote you on May I9th. 
recommending, that if there was © shortage of funds, 
the aum of $100.00 would teke care of the roof for 
two years. I also ye an estimate of whst a septic 
tank would cost. Since that time we have puklt a fence 
around the area where the sewage discharges and have: 
made it fairly safe, so thet we do not require any 
funds for that this year. 


We do, however, require something for repairing 
the roof of the main building, and for generel repairs 
throughout the building. I have no doubt if the Shingweuk 
Home was even fairly new, the matter of general repeirs 
could stand over, but it is one of the oldest schools, 
and for the seke of sanitation and safety, certein repeirs 
should be effected at once. While Inspector MoGookin 
wae here, he went into the matter, in case his advice 
should be required, and he took with him figures of the 
amount we should require. In the meantime, every storm 
that comes slong, leaves ite pools of water inside the 
building, on account of leaky roofs. 


One hundred and seventy five dollars would attend 
to the roof, and also cover the cost of the other repairs, 
such as Kaasomining, repairing floors, toilets etc. 


Will you place this matter before the Department 
at your earliest convenience.

I beg to submit a report on an inspection of the Shingwauk Home at 
Sault Ste Marie, made on the afternoon of November le 


fe north half of the Shingwauk Home was erected in 1674 as a school 
for boyse In 1880 a home for girls, called the Wawanosh School was built 
about five miles south of the Shingwauk Home. The two schools were oper- 
ated for about twelve years, when the Shingwauk Home was enlarged am the 
girls transferred there. 


The outside walls of the building are constructed of local stones The 
interior is entirely of frame construction and all of the floors are not on 
the same level, which necessitates going up and dow steps wiile travelling 
from one room to another on the different fleers. Originally the building 
was heated by stoves, but later a hot water heating system was installed, which 
consists of two hot water boilers. The heating boilers are installed in pits 
approximately five feet below the level of the basement floor. In the spring 
these pits are partly filled with water, as they are below the drainage system 
of the buildings 


fhe present building has outlived its usefulness and it would not be 
practical to remodel same. The interior layout was poorly planned, ami in 
most Cases access to one room is obtained by going through another. In 
fact it is very difficult to find one's way through the building without a 
guide. 

The outside stone wile are in fair condition, but many cracks are 
developing, with a serious one im the laundry winge All »{ the window sills 
are of wood, and they have deteriorated to such an extent that practically 
all the windows are out of plumb. The building itself is poorly located 
being on low ground at the bottom of a slope which leads to the rear of the 
building. In the spring the basement is necessarily badly flooded. 


The fire escapes are so located that in case of fire it would 


be necessary for the children to pass from their dormitories through 
a hall at the top of the stair landing to reach them, In case of 
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fire the corridors and stair wells would rapidly fill with smoke, 

and under the present arrangement, it would be exceedingly difficult 
for the children to reach the fire escapese I would recommend that 
a partition be erected at the head of the stairs on the dormitory 
floors, and a door provided to the stairse This wuld be of some 
assistance in overcoming the above mentioned danger. The cost would 
be approximately $200.006 


In the lamdry equipment there is an extractor. This 
extractor is being operated without a cover, and exposes those working 
in the laundry to unnecessary dangere This machine was manufactured 
by a firm that is no longer in existence, but I believe that arrange- 
ments could be made with the Canadien Laundry Machinery Coe of Toronto 
to provide and instal a suitable covere The cover on these extractors 
is so arranged that wien the lid is opened the power is automatically 
shut off. 


The general location of the Shingwauk Home has many 
advantages. It is within the boundaries of the City of Sault Ste Marie, 
and therefore has the benefits of an adequate water supply, electric 
power and other advantages that the City enjoys. It is located one 
mile from the end of the street car line on 4 good roade This is 
of great benefit to the School as each year they have pupils attending 
the High School in Sault Ste Marie. At the present time there are tene 


I would recommend that wa@m funds are available a new 
building be erected for the Shingwauk Home. It would be located 
approximately 500 feet to the rear of the present building on high 
ground, and the present builaing be demolished. 


fhe Shingwauk Home and the land occupied are owned by 
the Diocese of Algomas In 1930 plans were under way for the transfer 
of the property to the Department, but they were not completed. Before 
a new building can be erected it will be necessary to complete this 
transfer. The new School should have accommodation for 155 pupils. 
I may say that the Reverend Principal advises that approximately 70$ 
of the pupils in attendance at this school are either orphans or children 
who have no homes.
